Bill; Sent To House For Action 


The t oited States Senate passed the joint resolution introduced 
last November by Senator Francis J. Myers, of Philadelphia, calling 
for the issuance of a special series of 3-eent postage stamps to com ­ 
memorate the 85th anniversary of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address. 
Tile bill was passed Tuesday afternoon without opposition. The 
measure has been sent to the House Post Office and Civil Service 
Com m ittee for report. If it is acted upon favorably by the committee 
it will com e up for vote in the House. 
The bill provides for Issuance of the stamps next November 19.

Mr. Ware said that if the borough 
decided to purchase the water com­

According to Mr. Ware’s figures, a 
bond issue totaling approximately 
$525,000 w*ould be necessary to take 
care of the purchase price, engineer­ 
ing and attorney fees and improve­ 
ments. He estimated that it would 
cost between $10,000 and $12,000 to 
raise the reservoir, and approxi­ 
mately $90,000 for the new pipe line. 
Costs To High Now 
"I w’ould recommend that you 
finance the new pipe line now, but 
th at you do not build it at the 
present time, when costs are out of 
sight. The cost of pipe is the highest 
in tile history’ of the country.” 
Mr. Ware said a new and larger 
pipe line would increase the ca­ 
pacity of the water works five times 
over the present volume, and would 
reduce the electric bill for pumping 
by 35 to 40 per cent. 
He recommended that the borough 
create a water board or water au­ 
thority of five men. The authority 
was recommended because, he said,

Clarence Booth says he’s no Noah 
—he’s building an "atom bomb-proof 
shelter" but he doesn't want to be 
the only man left on earth. 
Booth wan bs the world to know 
about his atomic era Noah’s ark so 
that others might start their own 
right now His squat shelter already 
Is taking shape on a hill near here. 
Booth, who says he’s deadly seri­ 
ous about his shelter, used thou­ 
sands of tons of concrete and steel 
to build the structure one floor be­ 
low and on* above the earth. 
A local inventor and owner of a 
big machine shop. Booth designed 
precision part* for tile army and 
navy during the past war. He is cer­ 
tain his new shelter can withstand 
the blast of an atom bomb. 
The local Inventor says his origi­ 
nal construction schedule called for 
completion of the 
shelter by au­ 
tumn. He said he’s been reading the 
newspapers,
